COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County : 


Agreeably to the laws of the State of New Hampshire, 
we submit the following report, together with the reports 
of superintendent of county farm, house of correction, chap- 
lain, physician, county treasurer, clerk of court, solicitor, 
sheriff, jailor and auditors, for your consideration. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Since our last report we have completed the electric 
lighting plant. The building is of brick, well lighted, and 
large enough to accommodate the various machines needed. 
The 35 horse-power gasoline engine is the best we could 
buy, and now after running some ten months gives entire 
satisfaction. After considering the matter carefully, we 
have put ina storage battery large enough for the grow- 
ing needs of the county; this with the extra lights and 
wiring, and extra large wire running to barn, carrying 
sufficient power for motor to cut ensilage, wood, etc., will 
account for increased cost of plant over appropriation. 

It will be noticed that the cost per week for caring for 
inmates has increased from last year, high cost of fuel, cost 
running electric light plant, and watchman, which is em- 
ployed all the year, will account for this. We have given 
reasons for this extra expense, but believe that the tax 
payers are getting repaid by the added security of the lives 
of inmates as well as property of the county. , 
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Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman still continue the good 
management of the farm, and we wish all could be better 
acquainted with their good work.

The jail, under the management of Mr. and Mrs. W. S.

In closing, we wish to thank Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, 
Mr. and Mrs. Tuttle, and their assistants, selectmen, over- 
seers of poor, and all with whom we have had dealings, 
for their courtesy shown us the past year.

As solicitor for the county, I herewith submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending December 31, 1902. 

No civil suits in which the county is a party, are now 
on the docket of the superior court.
